Present  Registration 

At  BYU’s  present  registration,  students  must  see 
an  adviser,  must  register  just  prior  to  school,  must 
appear  in  person,  will  take  one  half  hour  or  more  to 
register,  will  have  tuition  due  just  before  school 
starts,  will  have  grade  report  only  available 
immediately  and  will  have  graduation  evaluation 
done  only  on  application. 

At  BYU’s  proposed  terminal  oriented  processing 
registration  a student  has  the  option  to  see  an

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A5U  Report  Given; 
Execs  Set  Referendum

The  Executive  Council  heard  accounts  of  anti-BYU  actions  at  the 
weekly  meeting  Tuesday.  A report  was  given  by  Swen  Nielsen,  head  of 
Security  at  BYU,  of  the  picketing  at  the  BYU-ASU  football  game 
Saturday.  Brian  Walton,  vice  president  of  academics,  reported  actions 
of  a meeting  of  the  Western  Collegiate  Association  in  which  delegates 
tried  to  pass  a resolution  calling  for  all  members  to  sever  relations  with 
BYU  because  of  alleged  racist  policies  of  the  school. 

One  action  taken  at  the  meeting  was  to  pass  a resolution  setting  up  a 
student  vote  on  whether  class  government  is  to  continue  at  BYU.  The 
vote  is  proposed  for  November. 

The  Student  Dress  Advisory  Council  was  effectively  disbanded  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  council,  because  the  purpose  of  the  council  was 
being  fulfilled  by  student  representation  on  the  University  Dress 
Standards  Council. 

Jan  Thomas  and  Nephi  Voge  were  approved  as  members  of  the 
budget  committee;  and  Nathan  Colter  and  Gary  Piddard  were  sworn  in 
as  associate  justices  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court. 

Nielsen  began  his  account  by  saying  that  it  seems  to  be  the  in-thing  to 
protest  about  BYU.  He  said  the  dissident  groups  planned  well.  They 
even  went  to  Phoenix-area  high  schools  to  get  recruits  for  the 
demonstrations. 

The  200  demonstrators  formed  a semicircle  at  the  main  gate  of  the 
stadium  and  all  game-watchers  had  to  go  through  the  line.  Luckily,  the 
BYU  student  group  arrived  before  the  demonstration  and  only  two  or 
three  students  with  BYU  sweatshirts  went  through  the  line.  Some  of 
the  signs  said:  “ASU  Supports  Racism”,  “The  WAC  Supports  Racism” 
and  “Power  to  Black  People  Everywhere.” 

When  asked  if  BYU  students  should  stay  away  from  future  games, 
Nielsen  said,  “I  hate  to  roll  over  dead  because  of  pressure.”  “We  should 
discipline  ourselves  not  to  walk  into  a trap  by  getting  baited  and 
responding  emotionally,”  he  admonished.  Lyle  Curtis,  director  of 
student  activities,  added,  “I  think  it’s  good  we’re  going.” 

Nielsen  agreed.  He  said:  “The  way  our  students  look  is  the  most 
tremendous  thing  I’ve  ever  seen.”  He  added  that  it  has  almost  become  a 
cliche  that  BYU  students  have  “something  different,”  meant  as  a 
compliment.  He  concluded,  “Our  demonstration  speaks  louder  than 
theirs.” 

Walton  showed  the  group  a 12-page  report  assembled  by  the  National 
Student  Association  purporting  specific  examples  of  BYU  “racism.” 
The  national  group  may  have  used  two  University  of  Utah  students, 
who  presented  the  report,  as  a front  to  get  the  statement  to  the 
meeting,  according  to  Walton.  He  was  surprised  that  BYU  came  out  of 
the  confrontation  so  well.  “They  were  extremely  articulate,”  he 
reported.  The  motion  failed  by  a 94  vote.

register  plus  20  minutes  to  clean  up  (pick  up 
activity  card,  clear  with  security,  etc.),  has  tuition 
due  one  month  before  school  starts,  has  complete 
transcript  immediately  available  and  has  a 
progressive  graduation  evaluation. 

Until  July  1968,  BYU  did  not  have  the  capability 
to  do  a computer  registration  the  way  they  wanted. 
At  that  time  BYU  received  the  new  IBM  360/50 
on-line  computer  system.  The  university  now  has 
the  hardware  to  accomplish  computer  registration, 
but  still  lacks  the  software  to  do  the  job. 


Not  A Panacea 

Many  people  have  the  mistaken  impression  that 
computer  registration  is  the  panacea  for  all  their  ills, 
that  with  computer  registration  they  will  be  able  to 
get  all  the  classes  they  want,  when  they  want  them. 


advisement,  selective  control  of  class  cards,  one-stop 
grocery  store  type  registration  and  it  is  less 
expensive. 

Terminal  Registration 

Advantages  of  a terminal  type  computer 
registration  are  the  time  required  to  register,  Tour 
minutes;  immediate  response  to  whether  class 
conflicts  exist,  convenience  both  from  a student 
viewpoint  and  a university  viewpoint,  easy  to  set  up 
from  a university  viewpoint,  talking  to  a person  and 
not  a machine  and  the  computer  gives  the 
registration  officials  a formalized  report  of  demand. 
The  advantages  of  one  type  of  registration  will  most 
often  be  the  disadvantages  of  the  other  type. 

Actually  registration  is  a supply  and  demand 
problem.  Supplying  the  students  with  most  of  what 
they  demand,  hopefully.  Registration  is  defined  as 
getting  the  student  and  a faculty  member  together 
for  one  subject  and  the  same  time  (day,  hour)  in  the 
right  place.  Computer  registration  can  help  do  this. 

Money,  A Problem 

Computer  Center  Director,  Gary  Carlson  said  that 
if  BYU  gave  them  the  go-ahead  and  if  money  were 
no  problem,  a terminal  type  of  computer 
registration  could  be  implemented  in  one  year.  This 
barring  hang-ups  and  a lot  of  bad  breaks. 

When  BYU  first  got  into  the  computer  business 
on  Dec.  10,  1963,  it  received  an  IBM  7040 
computer.  This  computer  did  not  have  the  terminal 
capability  that  BYU  wanted  to  eventually  use  for 
registration.  This  computer  made  grade  reports 
available  to  students,  for  the  first  time  in  February 
1964! 

Student  Records 

Before  BYU  was  in  the  computer  business, 
student  records  were  kept  a variety  of  different 
ways.  They  were  kept  manually  from  1875-1952, 
punched  cards  from  1952-1963,  cards  and  magnetic

tape  in  1964,  magnetic  tape  from  1965-1967  and 
with  the  acquisition  of  the  IBM  360/50  computer, 
went  to  on-line  computer  files  in  1968. 

As  far  as  registration  is  concerned,  the  university 
always  tries  to  keep  in  mind  what’s  best  for  the 
students.  Computer  registration  is  coming  to  BYU, 
but  when  the  time  will  arrive  that  you  can  actually 
call  in  and  register,  the  university  isn’t  sure.

MISUNDERSTANDING 

Editor: 

Here  at  BYU  there  appears  to 
be  a great  lack  of  understanding 
or  misunderstanding  concerning 
the  role  of  the  student(s)  in 
ASBYU  student  government.  In 
the  letter  that  follows,  a point  of 
clarity  and  explanation  may  help 
to  answer  some  questions 
concerning  the  judicial  branch  of 
ASBYU  Student  Government. 

Section  II  of  the  ASBYU 
Constitution  states:  “The  judicial 
authority  of  the  student 
association  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court  and  any  other 
inferior  courts  as  shall  be 
established  by  the  Executive 
Council  with  the  approval  of  the 
Supreme  Court.”  It  is  under  this 
specific  section  that  all  lower 
courts,  namely  the  traffic  and 
appellate  courts,  are  established 
and  operate. 

The  Supreme  Court  consists  of 
four  justices  and  one  chief  justice 
who  each  hold  office  during  their 
tenure  at  BYU.  Each  of  the 
justices  are  appointed  by  the 
ASBYU  President  and  must  be 
approved  by  a majority  of  the 
Executive  Council.  The  Supreme 
Court  has  original  jurisdiction 
where  it  deems  proper  and  may 
compel  a case  to  be  reviewed. 
The  Supreme  Court  also  has  final 
appellate  power  in  all  judicial 
matters. 

The  Traffic  Court  also  consists 
of  four  or  more  justices  and  cme 
chief  justice,  who  are  appointed 
by  the  ASBYU  President  at  the 
beginning  of  each  new 
administration  change-over.  All 
parking  ticket  violations  that  are 
appealed  are  heard  by  one  justice 
who  may  maintain,  reduce  or 
drop  the  fine  of  the  ticket.  All 
moving  ticket  violations  that  are 
appealed  are  heard  by  three 
justices  who  render  a majority 
opinion. 

If  a student  is  not  content 
with  the  decision  of  the  Traffic 
Court  and  wishes  to  appeal  his 
case  to  a higher  court,  he  may 
do  so  by  contacting  the  attorney 
general  and  requesting  a new 
trial.  A student  defender  is 
appointed  and  the  case  is 
presented  to  an  appellate  court 
consisting  of  three  justices  who 
fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

The  judiciary  branch  of 
ASBYU  student  government  has 
been  established  to  help  the 
student  in  matters  in  which  he 
feels  justice  was  not  rendered. 
The  attorney  general’s  office  is 
open  daily  to  discuss  legal 
matters  of  the  students’  Parking 
ticket  violations  may  be  appealed 
in  1 1 1 ELWC  between  the  hours 
of  4:10  ancT  5:30  each  weekday.
